"She ' did not drown," said the 
physician. 
"Her eyes were only 


slightly engorged, the pupils-slight- 
ly contracted.'

drowned person the skin has the ap- 
pearance of being bruised."

along similar lines.

“Her eyes were only 
slightly engorged, the pupils slight­ 
ly contracted.

pearance of being bruised.”

THE HUMAN ELEMENT 


ESP1TE all that science has done to make ocean travel safer, 


- 
the human element is still the decisive factor. The disastrous 


results of the fire on the Morro Castle were primarily due, as 
the investigation has shown, to neglect of bout drills for pas- 
sengers and crew, to lack of discipline, to quick turn-arounds 
which made proper inspection impossible. 


Two accidents recently emphasize the primary importance 


of the human element. 
The little coaster New Bedford 'struck 


a sunken obstruction in Buzzard's Bay and began to fill. 
The 


boats were lowered, the passengers went to their stations at 
once the crew were orderly; and not a life was lost. 


At almost the same moment a fire was discovered m the 


hold of the liner Konigstein, 325 miles east of Boston Light. 
A call for help was immediately sent out, even though the fire 
appeared to be under control. While other ships were hastening 
to her assistance a second message said that the fire was extin- 
guished. The captain took no chances. 
This is only one illus- 


tration of the fad that, with fire doors and watertight compart- 
ments, a fire at sea is not necessarily fatal if prompt action is 
taken. Ships have come to port with fires that had been burning 
in their holds for days. 


This is not to say that modern ship construction has no 


eliminated many dangers. But the older ships carried thousands 
with no peril to their lives. 
From the little Britannia of 1840 


to the sinking of the Lusitania no passenger was lost by the 
Cunard Line. The White Star liners Britannic and Adriatic (firs 
of the name) survived a serious collision in the fog. Here again 
the human element was vital. There was neither confusion on 
the bridge nor lack of discipline among the crew, Thus, while 
invention has undoubtedly made ocean travel safer, it is, in the 
last analysis, the man rather than the machine upon whom al 
depends.

THE HUMAN ELEMENT 


D 


ESPITE all that science has done to make ocean travel safer, 
the human element is still the decisive factor. The disastrous 


results of the fire on the Morro Castle were primarily due, as 
the investigation has shown, to neglect of boat drills for pas- 
sengers and crew, to lack of discipline, to quick turn-arounds 
which made proper inspection impossible. 


Two accidents recently emphasize the primary importance 


of the human element. The little coaster New Bedford -struck 
a sunken obstruction in Buzzard's Bay and began to fill. 
The 


boats were lowered, the passengers went to their stations at 
once, the crew were orderly; and not a life was lost. 


At almost the same moment a fire was discovered in the 


hold of the liner Konigstein, 325 miles east of Boston Light. 
A call for help was immediately sent out, even though the fire 
appeared to be under control. While other ships were hastening 
to her assistance a second message said that the fire was extin- 
guished. The captain took no chances. 
This is only one illus- 


tration of the fact that, with fire doors and watertight compart- 
ments, a fire at sea is not necessarily fatal if prompt action is 
taken. Ships have come to port with fires that had been burning 
in their holds for days. 


This is not to say that modern ship construction has not 


eliminated many dangers. But the older ships carried thousands 
with no peril to their lives. 
From the little Britannia of 1840 


to the sinking of the Lusitania no passenger was lost by the 
Cunard Line. The White Star liners Britannic and Adriatic (first 
of the name) survived a serious collision in the fog. 
Here again 


the human element was vital. There was neither confusion on 
the bridge nor lack of discipline among the crew. Thus, while 
invention has undoubtedly made ocean travel safer, it is, in the 
last analysis, the man rather than the machine upon whom all 
depends.

RISING FOOD COSTS 


Food prices have increased,' we are told by the bureau of labor 


statistics of the department of labor, 29.2 per cent in the last 18 months 
Meats and cereals are among the commodities showing the greatest gains 
Nearly every Item of consumption has shown a rise. Dairy products 
eggs, sugar, fruits, vegetables and numerous other things that make up 
a balanced menu have participated in the upturn. 


And the rise is continuing. An increase of 1.3 per cent was shown 


by 23 retail articles in the last two weeks. 
— 


Fifty-one cities were covered by the study on which the bureau based 


Its report. Ol these, 48 reported advances in average prices ranging 
from a tenth of 1 per cent to 3.6 per cent. 


"The accumulated rise in retail prices," said the bureau, "has 


amounted to 29.2 per cent since the low point, April 15, 1933. Food prices 
are 9.2 per cent higher than September 12, 1933, and 16.5 per cent higher 
than two years ago, when the indexes were 107.0 and 100.3 respectively 
Prices are 2T.4 per cent below the level of September 15, 1929, when the 
index was 160.8." 


If wages and salaries generally had Increased in proportion to the 


rise in food prices and I£ work were plentiful, the situation would not 
take on disturbing proportions. But with millions of persons still out 
of work and on relief rolls and a large part of those with jobs drawing 
pay that barely enables them to meet the needs of immediate necessities 
a problem of serious concern is presented. A continued rise in the prices 
of food, unaccompanied by proportionate pay increases, will be almost 
bound to cause a lengthening of the relief lists. 


To the producers of food, the increases, of course, are a boom. Bui 


to the consumer who already is finding it hard to keep his table supplied 
with even the cheaper necessities, the matter becomes a problem ol 
growing seriousness.

SHOULD MEN BE TRAPPED? 


Esthetes now rise to question: 


"Ought men to be trapped? Is that 
not a throw-back to beastliness? Do 
w,e ourselves not become as guilty 
as the criminal?" 


Yes, by spartan truth we do. But 


the world is not yet able to undergo 
the rigors of stark truth. We have 
not yet reached that height of civil- 
ization.

That is the answer the police give 
And they try their best—not to 


satisfy themselves so much as the 
public. To hold their Jobs they must 
trap the suspect into answering in 
an incriminating manner.

Food prices have increased, we are told by the bureau of labor 
statistics of the departm ent of labor. 29.2 per cent in the last 18 m onths. 
M eats and cereals are among the commodities showing the greatest gains. 
Nearly every item of consumption has shown a rise. 
Dairy products, 
eggs, sugar, fruits, vegetables and num erous other things th at make up 
a balanced m enu have participated in the upturn. 
And the rise is continuing. 
An increase of 1.3 per cent was shown 
hv 23 retail articles in the last two weeks. 
' 
Fifty-one cities were covered by the study on which the bureau based 
Its report. 
Of these, 48 reported advances in average prices ranging 


from a ten th of 1 per cent to 3.6 per cent. 
-T he accum ulated rise in retail prices." said the bureau, 
has 
am ounted to 29.2 per cent since the low point, April 15, 1933. Food pnces 
are 9.2 per cent higher th an Septem ber 12, 1933, and 16.5 per cent high 
th a n twn years ago. when the indexes were 107.0 and ^ r e s p e c t i v e l y 
Prices are 27.4 per cent below the level of Septem ber lo, 1929, when the 


index was 160.8.” 
. 
If wages and salaries generally had increased in proportion to the 
rise in food prices and if work were plentiful, the situation would not 
take on disturbing proportions. 
But with millions of persons still ou 
of work and on relief rolls and a large part of those with jobs drawing 
pay th a t barely enables them to m eet the needs of im m ediate necessities, 
a problem of serious concern is presented. A continued rise in the prices 
of food, unaccompanied by proportionate pay increases, will be almost 
bound to cause a lengthening of the relief lists. 
To the producers of food, the increases, of course, are a boom. 
But 
to the consumer who already is finding it hard to keep his table supp ie 
w ith even the cheaper necessities, the m atter becomes a problem of 


growing seriousness.

J. W. Pattison, of the general ad­ 
visory committee, presided as chair­ 
man, and Secretary Albert W. Chil­ 
ton of the Chamber of Commerce, 
acted as secretary. 
The meeting 
was the third which had been held 
by the general advisory committee. 
It was called for the purpose of get­ 
ting an expression of opinion from 
the larger contractors and material 
men of the city, as to the feasibility 
of the plan. 
Fully Endorsed 
Almost without exception it was 
fully endorsed. 
There were two or 
three preser t who had doubts,* but 
in general the sentiment was that 
if the campaign is properly explain­ 
ed to the people of this city and 
county, it will result in much needed 
improvements being made 
on 
a 
large percentage of homes. 
It is a well-known fact that there 
are hundreds, even 
thousands 
of 
homes in the city which are in need 


of paint, roofing, tinning, furnaces 
and other repairs. One speaker re­ 
marked that of ten thousand fur­ 
naces in this city about nine thou­ 
sand of them need repairs. 
It was pointed out that few prop­ 
erty owners would allow their homes 
to deteriorate, were it not for the 
fact that it has been hard to secure 
money. Under the national housing 
plan financing will be done on rea­ 
sonable terms with payments run­ 
ning over a period of three years 
if desired. 
In other words it is a 
plan to do house repair work on an 
installment plan.

cided to open up a temporary head­ 
quarters in the Chamber of Com­ 
merce rooms. Marcus Feuchtwanger, 
who has rendered such efficient

tive chairman. Harold M. Philpott, 
a local architect, who has been con­ 
nected with the Home Owners’ Loan 
Corporation, was elected technical 
advisor. 
Application will be made through 
council to have 
the 
employment 
made an RWD project, and also to 
provide 
jobs ’for canvassers who 
will make a survey of the city. 
O. P. Erown, Alfred W. Chilton 
and Norman Clark were appointed 
as a committee to take the matter 
up with council. 
Plans for financing an advertis­ 
ing campaign were also taken up as 
it is realized that this is the best 
method of getting the campaign be­ 
fore the public.

Fate 0f“0ne Man 
Clubs In Balance, 
Ruling 1$ AwÉed 


Superior Court Must Rule 
Whether Or Not Liquor 
Sales On Sunday 
Are Legal

HARRISBURG, Oct. 3.—A ruling 
of the state superior court on an 
appeal now pending on the question 
of whether liquor may be sold on 
Sunday will decide the fate of "One* 
Man” clubs In Pennsylvania. 
The commonwealth is now await­ 
ing a decision by the high court on 
the appeal, filed by the West Phil­ 
adelphia Fidelio Mannerchor, before 
it launches a general roundup of 
these clubs, Deputy Attorney Gen­ 
eral Wilhelm F. Knauer, in charge 
of the campaign, said today. 
"If we win this case it will mean 
the breaking up of the club racket,” 
Knauer declared. 
"The one-man 
club is organized to do something 
restaurants and hotels cannot do 
by selling liquor on any hour of the 
day or night, maintaining a bar and 
carrying on activities behind closed 
doors. 
Unfair Competition 
"Unless something Is done to bring 
this to an end it will mean that 
lawfully 
licensed 
establishments 
cannot compete successfully.” 
Unlike the established fraternal 
clubs which have maintained a con­ 
tinued existence, one, two or a few 
men incorporate, obtain a license 
and conduct a business for profit 
without maintaining the purported 
social benefits, Knauer said. 
The 
$50 club license fee as against that 
of $600 for hotels and restaurants 
in Philadelphia is another attraction 
toward this method of business, he 
declared. 
The state’s activities against these 
clubs have thus far been centered 
in Philadelphia where 192 cases were 
prepared by Knauer under quo war­ 
ranto proceedings. Of this number, 
the charters of 103 clubs were re­ 
scinded. Ten proceedings were dis­ 
missed and the remaining 79 come 
up for disposition on October 22. 
Devious methods were employed 
by unscrupulous persons to obtain 
charters, Knauer said. 
One way 
was to copy charters of old clubs 
long out of existence from charter 
books in the recorder of deeds of­ 
fice, and then present them to the 
recorder for c e r t i f i c a t i o n , he 
charged. 
Now, the courts will not incor­ 
porate new clubs until a careful 
scrutiny is made of the incorporat­ 
ors and their activities, he said.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3—Out of a 


dusty box, lost for many years in 
the Navy Department, has come a 
Medal, of Honor, the highest mili- 
tary distinction awarded by the Un- 
ited States government. 


Written in the fine hand used in 


the latter part of the last century 
is the notation, 
"Michael 
Owens 


Died Dec. 8, 1890." The medal is in- 
scribed with the same name and 
"Korea 1871." 
The envelope also 


contained a medal of the 
Grand 


Army of the Republic. 


With no record of such an award 


to a Navy man, the Department 
turned the Medal of Honor over to 
the U. S. Marine Corps. A search 
of century old files reveals Owen's 
name but nothing to explain the 
mystery of why he never received 
the medal. 


The musty, records show that Ow- 


ens was born in New York City, 
February 6, 1837, enlisted as a pri- 
vate in the Marine Corps in 1865 
and was discharged by a Medical 
Board in 1888, two years before his 
death. There is no mention of any 
kinsman. 
. • 
• 


The medal will be given by the 


Marine Corps to any person'-who 
can prove nearest blood relationship 
to Owens. It is also hoped that some 
veteran of the old Colorado may 
come forward to throw more light 
on the heroic incident. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY WILL 


ACCEPT PAYMENTS ON 
FINES FROM BORROWERS 
A number of cards in both 
the 


adult and juvenile departments of 
the city free public library are lying 
dormant in the desk files because 
of fines listed on them. They have 
not been claimed by the owners 
probably because of inability to pay 
the fines. 


In order that these cards be 


placed back in use, Miss Alice Ster- 
ling librarian, suggests that the 
owners acknowledge the debts and 
settle them by "installments" if not 
lump sums. Most of the fines are 
not large and yet the librarian rea- 
lizes that some borrowers, especially 
children, find it 
difficult 
to pay 
them. 


In the present world wide depres- 


sion, there are two opposing schools 
of political economy contending for 
control.

The other is, 
by price and production control. 


In the first, no artificial attempt 


is made to control prices, but they 
are controlled wholly by the opera- 
tion of the natural law of supply 
and demand and control of values 
through the control of the currency. 
In the second, prices and wages are 
attempted to be fixed by bureau- 
cratic government regulation. 


The first of -these methods has 


been followed by England, Australia 
Argentine and 
Sweden. Australia 


for years attempted to control prices 
and producti'on and the result was 
continual 
conflict 
disorder 
and 


economic depression. A little over a 
year ago, 
she 
threw 
all 
these 


schemes over board and 
adopted 


currency control and her advance 
in the last year has been notice- 
able. 


Argentine had very much the same 


experience. England has always re- 
fused to sanction 
production, 
or 


price control. A little' over a year 


ago England departed from her long 
established principle of a currency 
redeemable in gold and since then 
has been artificially regulating the 
value of her currency. Sweden fol- 
lowed in England's footsteps. We 
nave, therefore, three large agri- 
cultural countries and one almost 
exclusively manufacturing. The re- 
sult has been the same in all four 
with a noticeable recovery from th" 
depression. 


In the United States we first 


adopted currency control. This was 
practically the first step taken by 
the Roosevelt Administration and 
the prospect for recovery 
seemed 


very bright. The Administration, not 
satisfied with this method, com- 
menced to put in force control of 
price and production. The result wns 
the NRA and AAA. As soon as the 
force of these regulations began to 
take effect there was a noticeable 
reduction in our advance toward re- 
covery. Tills has continued with in- 
creasing force until the present time.

facts assume that, the retardation 
of recovery in the United States has 
been wholly owinu to the price and 
production control first adopted in 
the spring of 1933,

It was emphasized the Japanese 


must not expect too much, because, 
apart from this government's own 
opposition to any large Increase in 
Japan's existing relative

with the American and British 
rieets, based on a 5-5-3 ratio, it pro- 
bably would be Impossible to get 
Britain to agree to it. 


Drastic Disarmament 


The American policy will be along 


the same lines as that followed on 
general disarmament 
in Geneva, 


when the United States made un- 
precedented offers concerning neu- 
trality rights and other things pro- 
viding the" rest of the world agreed 
to drastic disarmament. 
In the cause of naval disarma- 


ment this government likewise is 
willing to make some concessions to 
effect a reduction in the size of the 
world navies and thus relieve some 
of the burden of expenditure that 
maintenance of existing navies now 
entails.

RETARDING RECOVERY

Dear Sir:— 


In the present world wide depres- 
sion, there are two opposing schools 
of political economy contending for 
control. The one is by currency con- 
trol, that is, to regulate prices and 
wages through the control of the 
value of the currency. The other is, 
by price and production control. 
In the first, no artificial attempt 
is made to control prices, but they 
are controlled wholly by the opera- 
tion of the natural law of supply 
and demand and control of values 
through the control of the currency. 
In the second, prices and wages are 
attempted to be fixed by bureau- 
cratic government regulation. 


;The first of 'these methods has 
been followed by England, Australia, 
Argentine and 
Sweden. Australia 


for years attempted to control prices 
and producti'on and the result was 
continual 
conflict 
disorder 
and 


economic depression. A little over a 
year ago, she threw 
all these 


schemes over board and adopted 
currency control and her advance 
in the last year has been notice- 
able. 


Argentine had very much the same 


experience. England has always re- 
fused to sanction 
production, 
or 


price control. A little over a year 


ago England departed from her long 
established principle of a currency 
redeemable in gold and since then, 
has been artificially regulating the 
value of her currency. Sweden fol- 
lowed In England's footsteps. We 
have, therefore, three large agri- 
cultural countries and one almost 
exclusively manufacturing. The re- 
sult has been the same in all four 
with a noticeable recovery from the 
depression. 


In the United States we first 
adopted currency control. This was 
practically the first step taken by 
the Roosevelt Administration and 
the prospect for recovery seemed 
very bright. The Administration, not 
satisfied with this method, com- 
menced to put in force control of 
price and production. The result was 
the NBA and AAA. As soon as the 
force of these regulations began to 
take effect there was a noticeable 
reduction in our advance toward re- 
covery. This has continued with in- 
creasing force until the present time.

to advance prices by decreasing the 
value of the currency and if it had 
stopped there, our progress toward 
recovery would undoubtedly have 
continued. Not satisfied with this, 
it attempted to adopt opposing and 
contradictory plans of direct price 
and production control.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3—Out of a 
dusty box, lost for many years in 
the Navy Department, has come a 
Medal of Honor, the highest mili­ 
tary distinction awarded by the Un­ 
ited States government. 
Written in the fine hand used in 
the latter part of the last century 
is the notation, 
“Michael 
Owens. 
Died Dec. 8, 1890.’’ The medal is in­ 
scribed with the same name and 
“Korea 1871.’’ 
The envelope also 
contained a medal of the 
Grand 
Army of the Republic. 
With no record of such an award 
to a Navy man, the Department 
turned the Medal of Honor over to 
the U. S. Marine Corps. A search 
of century old files reveals Owen’s 
name but nothing to explain the 
mystery of why he never received 
the medal. 
The musty records show that Ow­ 
ens was born in New York City, 
February 6, 1837, enlisted as a pri­ 
vate in the Marine Corps in 1865 
and was discharged by a Medical 
Board in 1888, two years before his 
death. There is no mention of any 
kinsman. 
The medal will be given by the 
Marine Corps to any person who 
can prove nearest blood relationship 
to Owens. It is also hoped that some 
veteran of the old Colorado may 
come forward to throw more light 
on the heroic incident.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—Frances 


Robinson, tiny empress of NRA who 
goes out- with the deposed General 
Johnson, is glad its all over. 


The diminutive secretary who has 


been Johnson's "right hand man," 
to use-the words of the former cav- 
alryman, told International News 
Service in an Interview that she 
didn't know how tired she was until 
the pressure of work let down after 
she resigned, effective October 15. 


Miss Robinson—"Robbie" to her 


friends—carries no bitterness in her 
heart as she leaves her job, but she 
took a parting fling at gossipers. 
She said she knew ell sorts of stor- 
ies about her have gone about the 
country. She takes It all as a part 
of the life of a public official. 


Tried To Be Good Soldier 


"Many of the stories about me 


came straight from the whispering 
galleries," she said. "They were in- 
evitable, but they were just talk. 


"I worked for the general. I tried 
to be a good soldier. 
"I think"—she said, looking ser- 


ious—"I think there are a great 
meny people who should think over 
the words of the president about 
poll parrots. I interpreted them as 
words against scanda!-m o tigers. 
They were words to which we should 
give much thought." 


This small woman who has, per- 
haps more than'any other been in 
the public eye for sixteen months, 
grew enthusiastic describing the 
code formation. She gave one in- 
stance of the problems she and her 
chief ran up against in the field— 
and solved. 


"Take the oil code, for instance,' 


-she explained. "That was the worst 
of all, I mean the hardest to put 
dyer. The general was determined 
that it .should go through. Do you 
know what we had to do? 


Locked Them Up 


"We had to lock the oil Industry 


representatives in rooms in the top 
floor of the commerce building, and 
make 'em stay there until they came 
to an agreement. The scheme work- 
ed, and it was the only method 
which would have produced results. 


."Why, Harry Sinclair, and dozens 


of others there wanted to go home. 
It was midnight. They were tired. 
We knew that, so far as the oil code 
was concerned, it was then or never. 


"We invited the various opposing 


factions to go into five different 
rooms on the top floor of the Com- 
merce building. We put an NRA 
representative into each room. 


"Then, we locked the doors, from 


the outside, and without telling 
those behind those doors what we 
had done. 


"The oil men wrangled, grew more 


and more tired. It was hot. Soon, 
they gave it up as a bad job, and 
turned to leave the rooms. It was 
then that we heard them, yelling to 
get out. 


"The general grinned, and yelled 


back that they could get out when 
they agreed, and not before. 
It 


wasn't getting any cooler Inside 
those rooms. 


"Not until four o'clock in, the 


morning did the last roomful call to 
us that they had agreed. Then,.and 
riot until then did we unlock the 
doors. It was a weary, bedragged 
looking group of men who emerged, 
but they were agreed on a cade. 


"That's how the oil code was 


signed." 


This example, Miss Robinson ex- 


plained with a smile, was but one 
of dozens of interesting behind the 
scenes episodes. There were weeks 
and weeks of long, hot nights when 
the tiny secretary and her chief 
stuck until midnight, and far be- 
yond that time.

Robinson, tiny empress of NRA who 
goes ouV with the deposed General 
Johnson, is glad its all over. 
The diminutive secretary who has 
been Johnson’s “right hand man, 
to use the words of the former cav­ 
alryman, told International News 
Service in an interview th at she 
didn’t know how tired she was until 
the pressure of work let down alter 
she resigned, effective October 15. 
Miss Robinson—“Robbie 
to her 
friends—carries no bitterness in her 
heart as she leaves her job, but she 
took a parting fling at gossipers. 
She said she knew all sorts of stor­ 
ies about her have gone about the 
country. She takes it all as a part 
of the life of a public official. 
Tried To Be Good Soldier 
“Many of the stories about me 
came straight from the whispering 
galleries,” she said. “They were in­ 
evitable, but they were just talk. 
“I worked for the general. I tried 
to be a good soldier. 
“I think”—she said, looking ser­ 
ious—“I think there are a great 
many people who should think over 
the words of the president about 
poll parrots. I interpreted them as 
words against scandal-m o n g e r s. 
They were words to which we should 
give much thought.” 
This small woman who has, per­ 
haps more than any other been in 
the public eye for sixteen months, 
grew 
enthusiastic 
describing 
the 
code formation. She gave one in­ 
stance of the problems she and her 
chief ran up against in the field— 
and solved. 
“Take the oil code, for instance, 
she explained. “T hat was the worst 
of all, I mean the hardest to put 
over. The general was determined 
th at it should go through. Do you 
know what we had to do? 
Locked Them Up 
“We had to lock the oil industry 
representatives in rooms in the top 
floor of the commerce building, and 
make ’em stay there until they came 
to an agreement. The scheme work­ 
ed, and it was the only method 
which would have produced results. 
“Why, Harry Sinclair, and dozens 
of others there wanted to go home. 
It was midnight. They were tired. 
We knew that, so far as the oil code 
was concerned, it was then or never. 
“We invited the various opposing 
factions to go into five different 
rooms on the top floor of the Com­ 
merce building. We put an NRA 
representative into each room. 
“Then, we locked the doors, from 
the outside, and without telling 
those behind those doors what we 
had done. 
“The oil men wrangled, grew more 
and more tired. It was hot. Soon, 
they gave it up as a bad job, and 
turned to leave the rooms. It was 
then th at we heard them, yelling to 
get out. 
“The general grinned, and yelled 
back th at they could get out when 
they agreed, and not before. 
It 
wasn’t getting any cooler inside 
those rooms. 
“Not until four o’clock in the 
morning did the last roomful call to 
us that they had agreed. Then, and 
not until then did we unlock the 
doors. It was a weary, bedragged 
looking group of men who emerged, 
but they were agreed on a code. 
“T hat’s how the oil code was 
signed.” 
This example, Miss Robinson ex­ 
plained with a smile, was but one 
of dozens of interesting behind the 
scenes episodes. There were weeks 
and weeks of long, hot nights when 
the tiny secretary and her chief 
stuck until midnight, and far be­ 
yond that time.
